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INTRODUCTION 


This  is  a  report  on  some  of  our  activities  between 
April  first,  1980  and  March  thirty-first,  1981. 

It  is  written,  in  part,  to  describe  our  work  for 
those  who  are  unaware  or  uncertain  of  our  role, 
and  in  part,  to  fulfill  the  yearly  requirement 
of  preparing  material  for  inclusion  in  the  Ministry's 
Annual  Report. 

Since  its  inception  in  January  1968,  the  office  has 
participated  in  the  development  of  the  Family  Court 
system  in  ways  too  numerous  to  recount  in  detail. 

A  few  examples  will  suffice: 

We  undertook  the  first  major  revision 
of  the  statistical  reporting  system  of 
the  Family  Courts  producing  their  first 
annual  report  in  1970. 

We  conceived  and  implemented  the  system 
now  known  as  the  Automatic  Enforcement 
of  Maintenance  Orders. 

We  created  and  conducted  the  first 
training  programs  for  Judges  and  Court 
Administrators . 

We  initiated  the  development  of  the  Unified 
Family  Court  (Hamilton)  and  the  Conciliation 
Project  in  Metropolitan  Toronto. 

We  devised  the  first  accommodation  standards 
for  Family  Division  Courts. 

-  We  implemented  the  Parental  Support  Program 
in  the  Courts. 

-  We  produced  the  first  reference  manuals  on 
The  Child  Welfare  Act,  Juvenile  Delinquent 
Act,  Deserted  Wives' and  Children's  Maintenance 
Act  (replaced  later  by  a  manual  on  The  Family 
Law  Reform  Act.) 

-  Now  familiar  aids  such  as  the  Provincial 
Court  Family  Division  Statute  Binders,  the 
Directory  of  Provincial  Judges  and  Provincial 
Courts,  the  Maintenance  Assessment  Form  and 

the  circulation  of  Judgments  and  other  pertinent 
material  to  Judges  and  Administrators  are  all 
products  of  this  office. 

In  addition,  we  maintain  on-going  studies  in  case-flow, 
time  lapses  and  scheduling  to  assist  Family  Division 
Judges  with  their  administrative  responsibilities. 


While  much  of  the  foregoing  information  may  be 
common  knowledge;  the  material  which  comprises  the 
remainder  of  this  report  is  less  well  known. 

We  hope  it  will  familiarize  you  with  the  broad 
scope  of  our  daily  activities. 

The  report  divides  roughly  into  two  parts:  firstly 
you  will  find  information  on  the  Family  Division 
Judges  and  a  detailed  analysis  of  the  activities 
of  the  Chief  Judge  and  the  Associate  Chief  Judge; 
secondly,  the  report  contains  a  diary  of  staff 
activity  and  a  bibliography  of  our  mailings  over 
the  last  fiscal  year.

One  of  the  major  activities  of  the  Chief  Judges' 
Office  is  the  continual  preparation  and  distri¬ 
bution  of  sizeable  quantities  of  correspondence, 
judgments,  reports  and  memorandums  to  Judges, 
Court  Administrators  and  other  persons.  So 
extensive  is  this  operation  that  it  merits  a 
separate  section  of  this  report. 


CORRESPONDENCE 


In  1971  the  Chief  Judge’s  Office  began  the  yearly 
collection  of  data  on  the  quantity  of  correspondence 
being  produced.  In  that  year  1,715  pieces  of  mail 
in  this  category  were  prepared  and  sent  out.  For 
the  fiscal  year  under  review,  (1980/81) ,  3,395 
letters  were  typed  and  mailed. 


MAILINGS 

In  the  Chief  Judge's  Office,  the  early  practice  of 
sending  to  Judges,  scholars  and  other  interested 
persons,  memorandums  on  law,  judgments,  sociological 
studies  and  administrative  material  has  evolved  into 
a  full  scale  commitment  to  produce  and  distribute 
large  quantities  of  information  on  a  wide  range  of 
topics  to  a  variety  of  recipients. 

For  administrative  purposes  this  activity  is  called 
"Judges  Mailings".  Actually  this  is  a  misnomer 
since  subscribers  to  the  service,  149  at  present, 
include  Court  Administrators,  court  based  social 
and  welfare  workers  and  employees  of  the  Crown  Law 
Office,  as  well  as  members  of  the  judiciary. 

The  greater  bulk  of  each  Judges  mailing  consists  of 
from  one  to  four  or  five  judgments.  These  are  most 
frequently  accompanied  by  articles,  memorandums, 
reports  and  other  miscellaneous  material. 

During  the  1980/81  fiscal  year  the  office  prepared 
for  distribution  55  mailings.  All  told,  the  contents 
were  comprised  of  251  judgments,  memorandums  and 
reports.  Paper  volume  expended  was  771,480  sheets. 
Envelopes  prepared  were  8,195.
